Three children crying Dun, nourishment their mother 
cannot give them, and for clothing to cover little bodies 
racked by colds and chicken pox. 

A home deprived of everything except a dirty old 
mattress, and a chiffonier from whose gutted drawers 
peer odds and ends, 

This is the: dreary vista that Mrs, Juliet Douglas, of 
5987 Orchard street, Richmond, looks on today, expecting 
nothing ao a Life that has robbed her of even thé 
desire to live, were it not fer the three children who 
cluster oitifully at her skirts, and for the child who is 
as yet unborn. - 

The crux of the situation hes in circumstances reaching 
back into the years, but the climax was only reached ‘this 
week. ‘ 

“The owner of the house and her daughter, aided bi 
two men, broke the lock on the back door and took every 
piece of furniture except a chiffonier,” Mrs. Douglas 
said yesterday. ‘“‘Since then we—”" she pointed at her 
three children—“‘have slept on the floor.” 

The house is literally—a wreck! ~ 

Dirty clothes, clean clothes, papers, and miscellaneous 
articles litter the floor. Tireless efforts on the part of 
Mrs. Douglas are restoring some semblance of order, but 
even a genius could not construct a home out of the bare 
walls that glare down, without a picture to lighten the 
rooms. 

Support from her husband? 

“He left us months ago,” Mrs, Douglas said. ‘Since 
April 1, he has contributed a nail file and 11 street car 
tokens to help us. 

“The children have been forced to beg for something 
to eat at neighbors’ doors. The baby—she is three years 
old—had no shoes for over a month. ' Teachers at ‘the 
public school my oldest boy attends have spoken to me, 
saying that his clothing was not suitable for school.
